have  since  then  not  hesitated  to  rush  to  conclusions 
the  most  unfavourable,  as  justified  in  part  by  the 
total  absence  of  reserve.  We  own  we  view  the 
matter  in  a  very  different  light.  Even  as  a  question 
of  policy  we  believe  that  it  was  the  best  thing  to  be 
done  in  so  terrible  an  emergency.  A  like  appeal 
delivered  France  in  1793  from  the  invading  army 
of  Brunswick,  after  the  troops  sent  to  stay  their 
progress  had  been  beaten  back  on  the  self-same 
plains  of  Burgundy.  To  satisfy  the  wounded 
spirit  of  his  soldiers  it  was  only  fair  and  natural 
that  the  Emperor  should  tell  them  of  the  enormous 
difference,  in  point  of  numbers  to  which  Marshal 
McMahon  was  compelled,  after  a  hard  fight,  to  suc¬ 
cumb.  But  he  well  knows  that  neither  the  arithmetic 
of  Marshal  Leboeuf  nor  the  rhetoric  of  M.  Ollivier 
can  avail  to  efface  the  impression  caused  by  the  loss 
of  a  pitched  battle  on  French  soil,  the  capture  of 
^ns  and  eagles,  and  the  laying  down  of  their  arms 
4,000  prisoners.  These  are  not  things  to  be 
reasoned  aoout  or  to  be  explained  away ;  they  are 
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has’  been  none ;  and  the  oddities  that  have  some¬ 
times  caused  a  laugh  have  been  little  better  than 
blunder  or  buffoonery.  The  tone  of  Parliament 
never  was  so  low ;  and  even  party  spirit  has  sunk 
into  a  condition  abject  on  the  one  siae,  and  listless 
on  the  other.  For  many  weeks  Irish  members  and 
English  economists  occupied  themselves  in  doing 
exercises  in  the  economics  of  agriculture ;  and  the 
month  of  June  was  devoted  by  Cousorvativo 
Churchmen,  a  few  ultra-Dissenters,  and  a  s'ill 
smaller  body  of  secularists,  to  the  repetition  of 
essays  on  rival  theories  of  instruction.  But  from 
berinning  to  end  we  cannot  call  to  mind  one  good 
debate.

Under  the  walls  of  Metz  the  Emperor  stands  at 
bay.  Altlioiigh  150,000  men  are  concentrated  around 
him,  they  are  certain  to  be  outnumbered  ere  the 
impending  struggle  is  begun  by  the  converging 
corps  of  his  antagonists.  And  though  the  vic¬ 
torious  army  of  the  Crown  Prince  may  be  held  in 
check  by  the  forces  under  McMahon  and  Ganrobert, 
80  as  to  prevent  its  effecting  a  junction  with  the 
main  body  under  Steinmetz,  thei-e  will  still  remain 
probably  200,000  men  under  him  and  Prince 
Charles,  prepared  to  attack  the  forces  now  com¬ 
manded  by  Marshal  Bazaine. 

In  this  supreme  crisis  of  his  life,  Napoleon  III. 
seems  to  have  instinctively  adopted  the  course  most 
worthy  of  the  name  he  bears,  and  in  all  respects 
most  befitting  the  gravity  of  the  occasion.  Sud¬ 
denly  roused  by  a  stunning  blow  from  the  indo¬ 
lent  indecision  of  supposed  security,  he  appears  to 
have  risen  at  once  to  tne  greatness  of  the  occasion 
in  the  face  of  peril,  unspe^able  to  himself,  to  his 
family,  to  his  splendid  army,  and  to  the  proud  nation 
that  so  lately  has  re-invested  him  with  kindly 
power.  He  seems  without  effort  to  have  laid  aside 
all  the  conventionalities  of  State,  to  have  put  away 
all  the  semblances  and  affectations  of  authority ;  and, 
reminding  himself  manfully  of  the  awful  responsibi¬ 
lity  that  lies  upon  him,  to  have  resolved  to  tell  France 

Hher  danger  and  call  upon  her,  not  for  his 
r  her  own  sake,  to  rally  to  the  rescue  as  one 
man.  Whatever  may  have  been  wrong  in  the 
origin  of  the  war,  and  whatever  may  be  its  issue, 
this  is  wise  and  noble.  If  it  fails,  it  will  go  farther 
than  a  multitude  of  cunning  words  to  extenuate 
past  faults :  if  it  succeeds,  it  will,  more  than  a 
multitude  of  shows  and  pageants,  enhance  the 
prestige  of  his  name.  Napoleon  III.  doubtless  com¬ 
prehended  at  a  glance  the  political  as  well  as 
military  siraificance  of  the  unexpected  tidings 
which  at  raidnifirht  on  the  6th  reached  him  from  the 


prudent  though  somewhat  ungracious  acquiescence 
m  what  looks  on  paper  like  a  partial  defeasance  of 
their  power  of  eviction,  have  helped  to  carry  a  Bill 
which  will  prevent  the  renewal  of  agitation  for  agra¬ 
rian  change  for  some  years  to  come ;  but  which  will 
not,  in  point  of  fact,  alter  essentially  the  established 
dis-order  of  things.  No  new  element  of  a  tran- 
quillising  or  conservatising  kind  will  be  introduced 
by  the  operation  of  the  measure.  There  will  bo  a 
great  increase  of  litigation  for  a  time,  and  when 
that  it  is  over  it  will  be  found  that  fanns  have  been 
consolidated,  and  that  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
small  holdings  will  be  greater  than  ever.  But  now¬ 
adays  nobody  thinks  of  such  things  seven  years  off ; 
and  whoever  asks  the  question  is  said  to  bo  a 
dreamer.  Predial  crime  and  criminal  justice 
appeared  to  have  made  a  truce  on  the  passing  of 
the  Coercion  Bill  in  Marcli,  which  tne  Queen 
in  her  farewell  speech  congratulates  Parliament 
on  still  subsisting.  For  the  many  homicides  com¬ 
mitted  last  year  no  one  has  been  made  amenable ; 
and  Mr  Nicholson  of  Balrath  still  walks  about  his 
grounds  with  attendants  armed  to  the  teeth ;  while 
his  hall  door  is  open  to  none  until  after  careful 
reconnoitring.  But  the  judges  of  the  Summer 
Assize  have  been  able  to  congi'atulate  the  grand 
juries  on  the  lightness  of  the  calendars,  and  no  sounds 
of  violence  have  lately  broken  the  stillness  of  the 
evening  air.  Cases  of  arms  are  still  surreptitiously 
imported  by  the  Fenians;  and  the  sale  of  their 
journals  does  not  diminish  because  of  the  Church 
Bill  or  the  Land  Bill  But  the  Nationalist  party 
seem  to  be  disposed  to  turn  their  thoughts  once 
more  to  the  possibility  of  obtaining  part  of  what 
they  desire  by  constitutional  means.  The  longing 
for  local  self-rule  is  showing  itself  widely  more 
and  more  in  the  discussion  of  Federalism;  and  the 
coming  election  for  the  city  of  Dublin  will  mainly 
turn  upon  the  difference  of  the  two  candidates 
upon  this  question. 

Looking  at  the  tantalising  stoppage  of  all  ordinary 
legislation,  notwithstanding  the  increased  call  on  the 
time  and  attention  of  members,  it  does  seem  inevit¬ 
able  that  some  change  of  an  org^uuc  description 
should  be  made.  No  representative  assembly  in 
the  world  attempts  to  combine  the  heterogeneous 
duties  of  Imjierialism  and  Municipalism  in  tlie 
degp*ee  and  extent  essayed  by  the  House  of  Commons;

If  one  may  rely  on  a  paragraph  which  has  been 
going  the  round  of  the  papers  during  the  last  week 
even  this  r^uest  has  been  refused  by  her  Majesty’s 
representative  at  Cape  Town,  and  tliis  intelligence 
is  borne  out  by  the  following  notice,  which  appeared 
in  the  Kaffrarian  Government  Gazette  of  June  27: 

Tenders  are  called  for  the  conveyance  from  East  Losdon 
to  Woolwich  of  500  tons  of  War  Department  rtores  and 
about  twenty-eight  tons  of  ammunition.  ’ 

Now  the  arms  in  store  at  this  frontier  town  are 
we  may  be  sure,  not  breech-loaders.  They  are,  in 
all  probability,  of  a  pattern  quite  obsolete  in 
European  warfare  and  it  may  accordingly  be  ex¬ 
pected  that  when  the  British  taxpayer,  whose  in¬ 
terests  in  these  matters  are  so  tenderly  regarded  by 
the  Colonial  Ofiice,  has  paid  the  homeward  freight 
and  expenses  on  these  500  or  600  tons  of  war 
material,  and  they  are  safely  landed  at  Woolwich, 
the  greater  part  of  them  will  be  sold  under  the 
hammer  for  whatever  they  will  fetch  as  condemned 
stores.  The  British  taxpayer  will  thus  be  consider¬ 
ably  out  of  pocket,  whilst  a  great  and  noble  colony 
will  have  been  snubbed,  and  possibly  have  been 
subjected  to  great  disasters. 

Whilst  transactions  of  this  kind  are  liable  to 
occur,  is  it  surprising  that  the  belief  should  spread 
throughout  the  empire  that  they  indicate  a  chilling 
disregard  of  those  interests  which  are  unrepresented 
in  Parliament  ?

ture.  Last  Session  we  had  a  sample  of  the  help¬ 
lessness  of  such  an  assembly  in  dealing  with  a 
Scotch  Education  Bill.  Next  Session  we  shall,  in 
all  probability,  have  a  still  greater  waste  of  time 
and  temper  over  an  Irish  Bill  for  the  same  object. 
There  are  even  persons  who  say  that  the  diflSculties 
of  the  question  may  shake  the  stability  of  the 
Administration.  But  what  ineffable  folly  it  is  to 
make  the  whole  dii'eclion  of  an  empire  turn  upon 
the  mode  of  dealing  with  an  exclusively  provincial 
subject  ?  Take,  again,  the  demand  cogently  urged 
on  a  late  day  in  the  past  Session  for  a  better 
law  to  provide  against  the  exactions  and  frauds  of 
the  Truck  system.  If  left  to  the  representatives  of 
the  region  where  the  mine-owners  and  manufac¬ 
turers  are  known  to  cany  out  this  special  iniquity,  a 
bridle  would  soon  be  put  in  its  mouth.  But  flung  into 
the  heap  of  miscellaneous  localisms  piled  in  the  way 
of  Imperial  rule,  it  has  simply  been  taken  up  for  a 
moment  and  laid  down  again  helplessly,  without  a 
chance  of  anything  immediate  being  done.  And 
thus  it  is  all  round.  We  use  the  State  coach  to 
carry  baker’s  bread  and  cans  of  milk,  old  pictures 
and  young  trees,  racing  plates  and  drainage  tiles — 
every  conceivable  article,  in  short,  that  is  unsuitable 
for  it  to  be  loaded  with,  and  that  could  infinitely  better 
be  carried  otherwise.  It  is  not  easy  to  say  in  a  few 
words  what  ought  to  be  done  to  divide  and  distri¬ 
bute,  adapt  and  allocate,  representative  powers  to 
their  proper  objects.  But  with  the  growing  and 
midtipiying  business  of  the  empire,  it  will  ere  long 
become  indispensable  to  make  some  comprehensive 
change.  Parliament  is  getting  discredited  more  and 
more  every  year  for  not  doing  what  it  has  not  time 
to  do;  and  this  is  the  case,  although  a  greater 
number  of  members  than  ever  sit  for  hours  together 
staring  at  one  another  idly  and  stupidly ;  and

hold  every  place  capable  of  defence ;  the  Danish 
population  are  treated  as  a  conquered  race,  whose 
reclamations  are  not  worth  attending  to  ;  and  there 
is  not  the  slightest  reason  to  be  sure  that  at  the  end 
of  the  present  campaign  against  the  French  the  same 
process  may  not  be  ideated  witli  respect  to  Jutland 
and  the  islands.  Kussia  knows  this  well,  and 
knowing  has  the  courage  to  say  it  while  there  is 
time.  If  it  be  right  and  wise  to  neutralise  Belgium 
as  against  France,  is  it  not  a  fortiori  just  and  politic 
to  neutralise  Denmark  and  Holland  against  Prussia  ? 
Who  believes,  who  can  believe,  that  if  flushed  with 
victory,  and  availing  herself  of  unreadiness  and 
want  of  concert  among  her  neighbours,  Prussia  were 
suddenly  to  annex  either  or  both  of  these  countries, 
France  would  consider  herself  bound  for  a  day  after 
the  Granville  treaty  had  expired,  not  to  seek  what 
she  would  term  compensation  in  the  incorporation 
of  the  Low  Countries  ?  Will  any  one  seriously 
pretend  that  in  the  face  of  our  acquiescence  in  such 
an  aggrandisement  of  Prussia  we  could  any  longer 
plead  a  moral  right  of  protest  or  interposition  in 
defenc*e  of  Belgium  ? 

Mr  Gladstone  put  the  real  claim  to  British  S3nn- 
pathy  and  succour  on  the  true  ground  when  he  said, 
that  to  stand  by  and  see  an  industrious,  orderly, 
civilised,  and  free  country  invaded  and  crushed  by 
the  mere  might  of  a  neighbouring  Empire  would  be 
to  participate  in  the  greatest  crime  of  our  day ;  and 
the  public  judgment  will  thoroughly  approve  his 
eloquent  assertion  that  England’s  interest  is  neither 
peculiar  or  separate  from  that  of  the  rest  of  Chris¬ 
tendom  in  preventing  the  perpetration  of  such  a 
crime.  But  in  every  es.sential  feature  and  charac¬ 
teristic  the  guilt  and  the  folly  would  be  the  same, 
were  we  to  allow  Holland  or  Denmark  to  be 
garotted  in  the  face  of  day.  There  are  not  wanting 
weighty  considerations  why  we  should  regard  the 
case  of  Holland  as,  if  possible,  more  urgent  upon 
us,  nationally  speaking,  than  the  case  of  Bel¬ 
gium.  But  we  put  aside  all  distinctions  iii 
tlie  matter,  and  only  desire  that  Lord  Gran¬ 
ville  may  be  able  to  complete  the  good  work  he 
has  so  well  begun  by  interchanging  with  Prince 
Gortschakoff  mutual  guarantees  for  the  security  of 
all  the  secondary  States  whose  shores  are  washed 
by  the  German  Ocean.  The  people  of  this  country 
look  back  with  humiliation  and  disgust  to  the 
shabby  and  inconsistent  part  played  by  Lord  Pal¬ 
merston’s  Government  in  the  affair  of  the  Duchies ; 
and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  Russia  regards 
with  equal  dissatisfaction  her  own  irresolution  in 
that  matter.  It  is  said  that  a  powerful  Muscovite 
party  do  not  disguise  their  belief  that  extension  of 
confines  by  Prussia  towards  the  ocean  will  entail 
the  necessity  for  similar  extension  on  the  part  of 
Russia  as  well  as  of  France.  It  is  needless  to  point 
out  what  this  further  step  in  subversive  and  enslav¬ 
ing  encroachment  implies.  While  there  is  time  let 
us  do  political  good  unto  all  men,  but  specially 
unto  those  that  are  of  the  household  of  faith. 
Sweden,  Norway,  Denmark,  Holland,  are,  after  all, 
Protestant  countries,  which  it  were  peculiar  infamy 
in  us  to  see  trampled  down  without  a  pretence  of 
having  given  any  provocation.  What  confidence  or 
sympathy  should  we  deserve  in  our  day  of  trouble 
if  we  basely  abandon  them  in  their  hour  of  need  ?

dence  further,  not  fresh,  guarantees.  We  pointed 
out  last  week  in  what  respect  the  quintuple  treaty 
of  1839  fell  short  of  that  of  1831 ;  but  we  are  bound 
to  own  that  no  desire,  as  far  as  we  know,  has  been 
evinced  in  anv  quarter  to  special-plead  about  the 
difference  in  the  language  of  the  two  engagements ; 
and  very  strong  assurances  have  been  lately  given, 
on  the  part  of  all  the  great  Powers,  to  adhere  to  the 
spirit  that  pervaded  them  in  common.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  it  was  felt  by  Ministers  that  in  so  great  an 
emergency  as  that  which  at  any  moment  might 
arise,  it  would  be  inestimably  important  to  know 
beforehand  what  might  be  expected,  first,  from 
France  and  Prussia,  and,  next,  from  Russia  and 
Austria.  Identical  offers  were  consequently  made 
to  the  two  foimer,  each  of  which  unliesitatingly 
Rg^d  to  bind  itself,  in  co-operation  with  Great 
Britain,  to  resist  any  violation  of  the  soil  of  Belgium. 
Austria  has  since  acceded  to  Lord  Granville’s  con¬ 
vention,  and  if  Russia  hesitates  it  is  only  for  a 
reason  which  entitles  her  to  our  confidence  and 
resjwct. 

Russia  naturally  and  justly  asks  what,  in  our 
mind,  is  the  question  of  questions  at  the  present 
hour — What  about  Denmark  and  Holland  ?  For 
the  present,  at  all  events,  the  dominions  of  King 
Lwpold  are  safe  enough  ;  but  how  stands  the  case 
with  reference  to  tlie  still  more  imperilled  homes  of 
the  Dutch  and  the  Danes  ?  It  would  be  mere 
affectation  or  childishness  to  say  that  since  the  out¬ 
break  of  hostilities  we  have  heard  no  words  of  open 
menace  regarding  other  States.  Yes ;  but  it  is  not 
Prussia’s  way  to  threaten  beforehand  when  she 
meditates  conquest  and  annexation.  We  have  not 
forgotton  the  history  of  1864.  From  first  to  last 
the  ambitious  Court  of  Berlin  disclaimed  all  thoughts 
of  separate  or  special  advantage.  It  was  in  concert 
with  Austria,  and  in  the  name  of  Germany,  that  its 
Ifoops  entered  Schleswig  and  overpowereci  by  ine- 
sistiblo  numbers  the  garrisons  of  Alscn  and  Duppel. 
Even  after  all  resistance  had  ceased,  Prussia  Kept 
up  the  f^e^  of  joint  occupation  in  the  Duchies, 
^rtain  districU  being  allotted  to  the  Austrian 
forces,  reiterated  assurances  being  publicly

COLONIAL  DEFENCES. 

The  last  Cape  Mail  brings  news  that  the  for¬ 
mation  of  volunteer  corps  to  guard  the  frontiers 
was  proceeding  actively,  being  stimulated  by  appre¬ 
hensions  of  a  rising  amongst  the  Caffres  upon  the 
withdrawal  of  the  regular  forces ;  and  this  event 
was  expected  to  take  place  in  a  few  weeks’  time.

I  have  also  received  a  copy  of 
the  last  Blue  Book  containing  Buchanan's  letters, 
which  as  a  moderate  and,  I  think  I  may  say,  yu’O- 
native  man,  I  have  read  with  tho  deepest  regret. 
They  will  damage  his  influence  here  irretrievably, 
and  do  no  good  at  home.  Such  wild  and  passionate 
invective  is  not  the  kind  of  language  calculated  to 
achieve  a  diplomatic  end.  Moreover  his  proposal  is 
designed  to  foment  what  would  virtually  amount 
to  a  war  of  races.  It  is  too  homble  a  conception,  and 
would  be  too  fatal  a  blow  to  peaceful  advancement 
and  amelioration,  to  be  listened  to  calmly  by  men 
who  have  a  direct  personal  (not  a  mere  sentimental) 
interest  and  stake  in  the  countrj’. 

I  believe  that  with  the  establishment  of  peace  a 
better  state  of  things  will  arise  in  the  Free  State, 
and  moral  influences  will  effect  what  political  med¬ 
dling  will  never  accomplish.  Y ou  will  see  President 
Brand’s  speech  to  the  Volksraad.  It  gives  promise 
of  improvement,  I  think.  As  years  go  on,  more  and 
more  English  settlers  will  find  their  way  into  the 
country,  and  the  tone  of  public  opinion  will  get 
healthier  in  proportion.

It  is  probably  by  this  time  generally  believed  by 
all  the  native  trib^  that  the  troops  of  England  are 
to  be  withdrawn,  and  that,  under  whatever  circum¬ 
stances  of  peril  or  extremity,  they  wiU  never  return. 
Tschelo  Meshesh,  when  he  returns,  will  quickly 
enough  let  the  Imperial  temper,  as  he  has  seen  it 
manifested  at  home,  be  known ;  and  there  are  always 
designing  men  ready  to  fill  the  native  mind  witli 
exaj^rated  representations  upon  political  matters. 

The  natives  will  also  know  that  their  affairs  will 
necessarily  as  a  consequence  of  this  policy  come 
under  the  control  of  the  colonists,  of  whose  disposi¬ 
tion  to  act  justly  and  temperately  they  can,  to  say 
the  least,  have  no  certainty  as  yet. 

I  do  not  therefore  see  at  this  moment  that  any 
extension  of  British  rule  over  the  South  African 
tribes  would  be  necessarily  beneficial,  unless  it  were 
also  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  exhibition  of 
military  strength. 

But  there  is  still  a  stronger  reason  than  this. 
The  British  Government  has  acted  suicidally  so 
far  as  the  extension  of  its  rule  over  the  Free  State 
is  concerned.  The  citizens  of  the  Free  State,  of  all 
races,  will  not  agitate  for  the  change,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  they  have  nothing  to  gain  by  doing  so. 
England  has,  %  taking  over  the  Basutos  as  her 
subjects,  become  responsible  for  their  good  conduct. 
Property  of  all  kinds  is  increasing  in  value,  while  no 
material  increase  in  taxation  is  made.  The  only  direct 
tax  they  pay  is  tlie  q^uit-rent  on  farms.  Were  the 
paraphernalia  of  British  rule  introduced,  judging  by 
the  experience  of  the  Cape  Colony  and  Natal,  the 
expenditure  of  Government  would  at  once  be  in¬ 
creased,  fresh  taxes  would  be  imposed,  new  burdens 
would  be  felt.  From  all  these  the  country  is  now 
free.  The  British  Government  have  relieved  the 
burghers  from  all  responsibility  connected  with  the 
natives;  they  are  perfectly

as  by  the  mere  force  of  prestige. 


TOur  Excellent  has  not  the  power  to  remedy  the  evils 
censed  by  the  King  and  the  great  Prussian  party. 

Your  Excellency  then  adverted  to  the  warmth  of  the 
French  papers,  which  you  deplored,  and  proceeded  as  follows :

If  the 
Emperor  Napoleon  would  express  any  of  his  wishes  in 
writing,  I  will  undertake  to  realise  his  wish  in  a  few  months. 
If,  for  instance,  be  should  wish  to  annex  Luxembourg,  let 
him  only  create  a  French  party  in  Luxemboui^  in  favour  of 
annexation  to  France.  I  will  not  even  inquire  whether  the 
majority  of  the  population  really  desires  this  union,  but 
I  would  accept  the  accomplished  fact  in  silence.  As  for 
Belgium,  I  have  often  said,  and  I  repeat  it  once  more,  let  the 
Emperor  Napoleon  take  Belgium,  and  if  any  Government 
should  object,  we  will  oppose  it  with  our  bayonets."

The  author  of  ‘  Ten  Thousand  Miles  of  Travel,  Sport, 
and  Adventure  ’  here  mves  us  a  pleasant  retrosi^ect 
of  a  cruise  on  the  southern  and  eastern  coasts  of  the 
Mediterranean.  Besides  Greece  and  Tunis,  Captain 
Townshend  appears  to  have  visited  Portugal,  Spain, 
Alters,  Cartilage,  Constantinople,  Troy,  .Mexandria, 
and  Cairo,  so  that  readers  will  find  every  variety  of 
country  and  scenery  in  the  present  volume.  It  is 
indeed  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  book,  full  of  pic- 


appearance,  beiug  crowded  with  ships  of  war  flying  the  fl 
of  every  maritime  power  in  Europe,  in  addition  to  the  Z 
ironclad  and  two  friptes  which  represented  the  naval  newer 
of  Greece.  Euglancfa  great  navy  was  represented  by  a  gun 
boat  of  such  small  dimensions  that  she  appeared  no 
than  the  Evadne,  looking  like  a  tender  to  the  huge  Fmfch 
and  Russian  line-of-battle  ships  between  which  she  lav 
Though  the  harbour  of  the  Piraeus  affords  an  excellent  shelter 
from  every  wind  that  blows,  the  ancient  navy  of  Athena 
must  have  been  composed  of  very  small  craft  indeed  to  have 
found  room  within  the  narrow  limits  of  the  port,  even  with 
the  additional  space  afforded  by  the  small  adjacent  bays  which 
formed  the  ancient  harbours  of  Phalerum  and  Munychia. 

The  only  ancient  remains  near  the  three  harbours  are  the 
ruins  of  the  long  w’alls,  the  tomb  of  Themistocles,  hewn  in 
the  rock,  on  the  point  of  which  now  stands  a  signal  mast 
and  the  remains  of  a  small  temple  on  the  hill  above  Muny’ 
chia,  consisting  of  the  platform  and  some  broken  columns.  ^ 

Excellent  quays  are  now  constructed  round  the  head  of  the 
harbour  of  the  Piraeus,  close  to  which  are  moored  the  small 
native  boats  which  cruise  about  the  bay  between  the  coasts 
of  Attica  and  the  Morea. 

A  good  modern  town  has  been  built  within  the  last  few 
years,  containing  at  present  a  population  of  alx)ut  seven 
thousand  inhabitants.  Broad  streets  with  well-built  houses, 
among  which  are  two  hotels,  and  an  immense  number  of 
wine  shops,  constitute  the  principal  features  of  the  town, 
while  a  considerable  trade  is  done  in  olive  oil,  fruit,  and 
wine,  grown  in  the  richly  cultivated  country  lying  between 
Athens  and  its  port.  A  good  road,  shad^  by  overhanging 
trees,  leads  from  the  Pineus  to  Athens,  a  distance  of  five 
miles,  though  the  principal  traffic  is  by  the  railway  con- 


Lisbon,  Gibraltar,  and  Malaga  on  the  way.  French¬ 
men  are  very  fond  of  comparing  the  Bay  of  Algiers 
with  the  Bay  of  Naples,  but  we  agree  with  Captain 
Townsliend  that  the  former  is  certainly  inferior  in 
point  of  beauty.  With  regard  to  the  children  of  French 
colonists  in  Algeria,  our  author  describes  them  ^ 
having  a  pale,  sickly,  aged  look,  indicative  of  a  reri- 
dence  in  a  climate  unsuited  to  them.  In  the  gardens 
of  Algiers  the  numerous  tropical  shrubs  and  flowers 
“  were  covered  with  a  bloom  representing  all  the 
hues  of  the  rainbow  and  the  choicest  productions 
of  the  East  and  far  West — cotton,  sugar-cane,  tea, 
coffee,  castor-oil  plant,  and  vanilla  flourished 
luxuriantly.”  After  touching  at  Bujeya  and  some 
other  places  in  Algeria,  our  author  reached  the  little 
island  of  Zembra,  in  the  Gulf  of  Tunis,  on  the  2Ist 
September  of  last  year.  Captain  Townshend  and 
his  brother  officers  who  were  with  him  spent  some 
time  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  and  enjoyed  excellent 
big  game  shooting.  Here  is  a  description  of  the 
scenery  between  Tunis  and  its  port  Goletta : 

The  Salt  liike,  rouud  the  northern  side  of  which  our 
route  lay,  is  about  twenty  miles  in  circuit,  and  of  an  average 
depth  01  three  or  four  feet.  The  sand-banks  near  the  shores 
were  crowded  with  rows  of  crimson  and  white  flamingoes, 
standing  immovable  on  one  long  leg,  to  the  number  of  several 
hundreds.  On  the  water  we  saw  flocks  of  wild  duck,  and 
numbers  of  plover  jerked  their  heads  as  they  scream^  at 
us  from  the  fields  through  which  we  drove.  There  is  no 
re^lai’  road  between  Goletta  and  Tunis,  the  track  we 
followed  leading  us  successively  through  marsh,  mud,  and 
plough,  into  which  the  horses  frequently  sank  up  to  their 
Knees,  and  the  carriage  up  to  the  axle-trees.  Two  hours  and  a 
half  of  jolting,  straining,  and  sticking,  brought  us  to  the  firm 
ground  near  the  town  occupied  by  the  turban-headed  tomb¬ 
stones  of  an  extensive  burial-ground,  through  which,  when 
we  had  passed,  we  arrived  before  the  walls  of  Tunis, 
suruamed  the  White.  A  mile  or  so  of  street,  through  mud 
at  least  two  feet  deep,  brought  us  to  the  entnince  of  the 
narrow  lane  on  to  wnich  opens  the  gate  of  the  Hotel  de 
France,  our  location  while  in  Tunis. 

The  town  is  built  partly  on  flat  ground,  partly  on  the 
slope  of  a  hill,  behind  which  is  situated  another  and  smaller 
lake  of  fresh  water.  The  wall  which  surrounds  the  town 
is  broad  and  high,  though  in  places  out  of  repair.  Two  walls, 
an  inner  and  an  outer,  originally  existed,  but  the  larger 
portion  of  the  inner  wall  has  now  been  pulled  down.  In 
tlie  outer  wall  are  five  double  gates,  built  like  those 
at  Gibraltar,  with  an  intervening  passage  at  right  angles 
to  either  gate.  These  gates  are  shut  every  evening  soon 
after  sunset,  and  also  for  two  hours  from  raid-day  every 
Friday,  on  account  of  an  old  superstition  that  between  those 
houre  of  Friday  the  city  will  be  captured  by  the  Christians. 

Tunis  is  described  as  one  of  the  dirtiest,  muddiest, 
and  most  ruinous  towns  in  the  Turkish  dominions  ; 
while  the  inhabibints  are  devout  though  horribly 
licentious  in  their  morals-  One  unpleasant  featui-e 
of  the  town  is  the  swarm  of  cats,  which  are  (|uite  as 
numerous  as  the  dogs  of  Constantinople.  The  tertility 
of  the  soil  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Tunis  is  extra- 
ordinaiy,  though  the  peasants  cultivate  no  more 
laud  than  is  sufficient  for  their  wants,  being  fearful 
ot  exciting  the  lapacity  of  the  Bey  and  his  fierce 
solffiery.  The  richness  of  the  soil  produces  a 
curious  effect  on  European  vegetables.  Radishes 
grow  as  large  as  a  beet-root,  and  onions  as  young 
cabbages,  but  lose  all  flavour.  Corn,  olives,  limes, 
and  figs  flourish  in  the  northern  j>arts  of  the 
^gency,  and  dates  and  henna  in  the  southern. 
Captain  Townshend  remarks  that  “numbei*s  of  an¬ 
cient  ruins  are  seattcred  all  over  the  countiy,  while 


stnicted  in  1868,  the  only  one  at  present  existing  in  Greece. 
The  railway,  called  in  modem  Greek  “  Siderodromos,”  iron 
road,  by  conveying  passengers  to  Athens  in  twenty  minutes, 
the  trains  running  every  naif -hour  from  daylight  nearly  up 
to  midnight,  enabled  us  to  see  as  much  of  Athens,  though 
living  on  board  our  yacht  in  the  Pirseus,as  if  we  had  stayed  iu 
the  city  itself.  The  train  which  conveyed  us  to  Athens,  after 
passing  through  a  succession  of  fruit  ranleus,  olive  groves, 
and  vineyards,  deposited  us  at  the  railway  station  situated 
near  the  temple  of  Theseus. 

Our  limited  space  will  not  allow  us  to  follow 
Captain  Townshend  farther  in  his  pleasant  cruise  in 
Greek  waters,  or  to  visit  with  him  the  plain  of 
Troy,  the  Dardanelles,  and  other  places  celebrated 
in  classic  and  modem  history.  We  would,  however, 
commend  the  volume  to  our  readers  as  a  simple,  un¬ 
pretending  description  of  the  present  condition  and 
appearance  of  some  of  the  most  interesting  countries 
of  Europe. 


miles  distant  from  Tunis.  A  couple  of  hours’  ride 
brought  them  to  the  remains  of  the  great  aqueduct, 
whicYi  in  ancient  times  supplied  Carthage  with 
water.  The  arches  stretch  from  the  mountains  of 
Zowan  to  Cape  Carthage,  a  distance  of  over  fifty 
miles.  Besides  the  ruined  aqueduct  there  is  little 
now,  except  miles  of  rubbish  and  a  few  shapeless 
masses  of  masonry  to  mark  the  site  of  that  proud 
city,  whose  fleets  and  legions  nearly  conquered  Rome 
herself. 

Among  the  mounds  of  rubbish  some  miserable  hovels  have 
been  erected,  whence  issued  numbers  of  nearly  nake<l  children, 
shouting  for  backsheesh,  and  offering  what  they  called 
‘‘autiquas”  for  sale.  These  consisted  of  old  coins  of  various 
sorts  and  pieces  of  jwttery,  which  they  had  discovered  by 
digging  among  the  rubbish,  a  few  of  the  coins  being  really 
well  preserved,  and  cheaply  purchased  for  a  few  piastres.

On  the  top  of  the  hill  stands  the  tomb  of  Saint  Louis  of

We  have  before  us  another  link  in  that  excellent 
chain  of  classical  authors  produced  under  the  general 
superintendence  of  Mr  Holmes  and  Blr  Bigg. 
Although  Mr  Papillon,  in  his  apologetic  preface, 
states  that  the  present  edition  of  *  Terence  *  claims 
no  merit  of  critical  research  or  independent  collation 
of  MSS.,  we  do  not  think  that  many  readers  will 
complain  of  the  editor  s  want  of  industry.  The  aim 
of  tEis  edition  of  the'Andria’  and'Sunuchus-is 
to  assist  the  ordinary  students  in  the  higher  forms 
of  schools,  and  at  the  universities,  in  the  study  of 
one  of  the  most  idiomatic  of  the  Roman  poets.  We 
must  admit  that  Mr  Papillon  has  succeeded 
admirably  in  producing  a  tiioroughly  useful  and 
reliable  edition  of  two  of  Terence  s  most  popular 
comedies.  We  find  not  only  an  introduction 
devoted  to  the  life  and  writings,  the  style  and 
literary  merits,  of  the  great  Roman  comic  poet,  but 
also  a  complete  account  and  anal3’^8is  of  each  of  the 
plays  here  piinted.  Mr  Papillon  has  something  to 
say  of  the  period  of  transition  and  reaction  in  litera- 
*  ture  at  which  Terence  wrote  : 

An  extended  study  of  the  masterpieces  of  Greek  litenture 
had  produced  in  the  minds  of  the  educated  “  literati  ”  of 
]^me  a  keener  appreciation  for  beauty  and  elegance  of  atyle 
and  a  proportionate  disaatisfaction  with  the  literary  efforts 
of  the  previous  age.  The  homely  Roman  savour  of  the 
Plautini  $alet,  and  the  clumsy  attempts  of^ earlier  dramatists 
to  give  a  Roman  colouring  to  their  Greek  models,  jarretl  upon 
more  refined  ears.  Men  could  not  help  contrasting  with  the 
perfection  of  Greek  art  the  very  slight  artistic  merita  of 
their  own  new-born  literature.  The  attempt  to  create  a 
national  Roman  literature  seemed  to  them  hopeless  j  and  as, 
on  their  view,  the  object  of  literature  was  the  cultivation  of 
taste  and  refinement  in  thought  and  language,  that  object 
seemed  more  likely  to  be  attained  by  the  mere  copying  and 
reproducing  Greek  models  of  undoubted  taste  and  beauty, 
than  by  attempts  at  creating  a  national  literature  to  which 
such  qualities  had  hitherto  been  wanting  Reproduction, 
therefore,  not  creation,  was  to  be  the  aim  of  Roman  literature  ; 
imitation  rather  tlian  originality  the  test  of  literary  merit. 

The  centre  from  which  these  doctrines  proceeded  was  the 
famous  “Scipiouic  circle,”  with  which,  as  we  have  seen, 
Terence  was  intimately  connected  :  a  connection  to  which  are 
due  the  features  that  mtve  Terence  his  peculiar  position  in 
lioman  literature,  distinguishing  him  from  the  earlier 
dramatists,  e.g.  from  Plautus.

French  Classics.  A  Selection  of  Plays  by  (Cor¬ 
neille,  Molihre,  and  Racine.  With  English 
Notes,  by  Gustave  Masson.  Clarendon  Press. 

This  is  a  third  volume  of  a  very  convenient 
series  of  the  French  classics.  We  presume  it  is  not 
the  intention  of  the  publishers  to  give  in  this  form 
the  complete  writings  of  the  three  authors  whose 
names  appear  on  the  title-page,  but  simply  to  offer 
specimens  of  the  most  favourite  compositions  of 
each,  and  to  show  the  wide  difference  existing  in 
their  style.  The  present  work  contains  “Les 
Fourbenes  de  Scapin,”  a  comedy  by  Molihre,  whose 
wit  many  of  our  readers  have  had  an  oppoi^nity 


faith,  were  being  subjected  to  the  newly -discovered  influences 
of  Greek  thought  and  feeling  ;  when,  in  the  happy  phrase  of 
Horace,  the  conquered  country  was  beginning  the  conquest 
of  her  conqueror.

new  arm.  Before  considering  some  of  these  answers,  we 
pause  to  remark  that  the  same  blunder  committed  in  the 
appointment  of  the  Commission  has  been  repeated  in  the 
composition  of  a  Special  Committee  appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  and  remark  on  these  answers.

raise  a  voice  against  such  absurdities  and  anomalies,  how¬ 
ever,  is  little  letter  than  crying  in  the  wilderness,  while 
the  spirit  of  cliqueism  pervades  our  Government  depart¬ 
ments. 

The  flrst  question  paper  on  the  list  of  this  abstract  is — 
What  accidents,  if  any,  have  occurred  ?  Now,  this  is  ex¬ 
cessively  vague  and  may  mean  anything  or  nothing.  It 
might  allude  to  accidents  to  the  operator,  as  nine  out  of  ten 
people  would  read  it,  or  failures  in  the  action  of  the  gun,  as 
it  seems  to  have  been  read,  by  the  few  answers  returned. 
Safety  of  manipulation  is  a  quality  belonging  to  all  rifles 
on  the  “  falling  block  ”  principle,  and  no  danger  is  to  be 
apprehended  in  using  them.  The  returns  under  this  head, 
however,  show  that  the  lockwork  is  liable  to  damage  from 
the  violent  wrench  it  receives  when  the  breech  lever  is 
worked  sharply  ;  and,  as  is  shown  by  another  return,  this 
violence  is  necessary  to  eject  the  empty  cartridge-case.  The 
second  and  third  queries — “What  difficulties  have  been 
found  in  loading  H  ”  and  “  in  extracting  cartridges  ?  ” 
present  serious  objections.  It  appears  that  difficulties  do 
arise  “  if  the  cartridge  is  not  pressed  home  with  the 
thumb,”  “  if  they  become  bent,”  “if  the  paper  rucks  up,” 
“  if  it  be  too  tight,”  “  too  large,”  or  otherwise  than  perfect.

than  230,000.  It  therefore  counsels  the  withdrawal  of  the 
French  army  to  the  line  of  the  Meuse,  and  subsequently,  if 
necessary,  to  the  Marne,  in  order  to  give  time  to  the  national 
patriotism  to  organise  means  for  insuring  revenge.  King 
William,  on  leaving  Saarbruck,  issued  a  proclamation  in 
French  to  the  inhabitants,  in  which  he  says  that  he  has  been 
compelled  by  the  aggression  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon  to 
wage  war  and  to  cross  the  French  frontier ;  that  he  fights 
soldiers,  not  citizens;  and  that  the  latter  will  con. 
tinue  to  enjoy  security  to  person  and  property  so  long 
as  they  make  no  hostile  demonstrations  against  German 
troops.  The  Generals  commanding  are  charged  with  the 
duty  of  regulating  intercourse  ^tween  the  troops  and 
people,  and  of  paying  for  such  supplies  as  may  be  needed 
Up  to  Thursday  afternoon  2,122  men  and  144  unwounded 
officers  have  passed  through  Berlin  for  Custrin  and  Konigs- 
berg.  The  Prussians  estimate  the  French  losses  in  killed, 
wounded,  and  prisoners,  since  the  commencement  of  hos¬ 
tilities,  at  not  less  than  18,000  men. 

France. — In  Thursday’s  sitting  of  the  Legislative  Body, 
a  member  of  the  Left  demanded  an  inquiry  into  the  con- 
duct  of  Marshal  Leboouf.  A  violent  uproar  ensued. — M, 
Jules  Favre’s  motion  for  the  armament  and  re-organisation 
of  the  National  Guard  on  the  basis  of  the  Law  of  1831, 
with  some  modifications,  was  unanimously  adopted. — It  is 
asserted  that  Prince  de  la  Tour  d’Auvergne  refuses  the 
portfolio  of  Foreign  Affairs  on  account  of  ill-health.— The 
Due  d’Aumale,  Due  de  Chartres,  and  the  Prince  de  Join- 
ville  have  written  severally  to  the  French  Minister  of  War 
requesting  to  serve  in  the  Army. 

Belgium. — A  great  popular  demonstration  took  place  on 
Thursday  evening  in  frontof  the  Royal  PalaceandtheEnglish 
Embassy  and  Consulate.  Great  enthusiasm  prevailed,  and 
the  crowd  sang  “  God  Save  the  Queen.”  Several  houses  of 
the  Rue  de  Trone  were  decorated  with  the  British  flag. 

Denmark. — The  Duke  de  Cadore  has  taken  his  departure 
on  board  a  French  steamer.  The  Daghlatt  says  he  has  not 
had  an  audience  of  the  King. 

Italy. — The  Chamber  of  Deputies  is  convoked  for  Tues¬ 
day  next.  The  Senate  has  approved  the  Bills  relatiTe  to 
financial  measures.  The  Opinione  announces  that  the 
Government  will  call  out  two  other  classes  of  the  army. 

India. — The  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  requested  the

We  had  hoped  that  the  matter  would  be 
referred  to  the  judgment  and  consideration  of  a  few 
practical  mechanics  ;  but  our  officials  seem  afraid  of  this, 
and  prefer  an  extravagrant  course  of  endless  experiments, 
which  only  tend  to  develope  the  weakness  of  their  crotchets. 
Twenty  thousand  pounds  will,  we  think,  hardly  cover  the 
expenditure  on  the  Martini  rifle.  What  the  Boxer  cart¬ 
ridge  has  cost  we  are  afraid  to  estimate.  More  than  one 
answer  in  this  report  “  considers  the  Snider  a  better  breech 
action  than  the  Martini,”  and  advises  the  union  of  the 
Henry  barrel  with  the  former.

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COLONIES  AND  EMIGRATION. 

The  NaUil  Mercury  of  June  7  contains  a  lengthy  article

aid  from  the  Government,  quoting  and  com-

Al^hi’ect,  it  says :  “  We  should  not  devote  our  atten-

circumstances.  It  has  that,  however.  We  have 
He  best  reason  for  stating  that  the  co-operation  of  our 
rovemment  will  be  sought  in  furtherance  of  the  views 
f  the  Emigration  League.  In  all  probabili^  there  will 
L  submitted  to  the  Legislative  Council  during  the  next 
^ssion  proposals  for  the  establishment  of  a  self-support- 
I  _  system  of  colonisation,  paid  for,  in  the  first  instance, 
out  of  the  Imperial  funds,  the  colony  having  to  set  apart 
suitable  land  for  the  purpose,  and  to  guarantee  the  repay- 
ent  of  the  whole  cost,  with  interest,  at  the  end  of  a  term 
^  years.  The  emigrants  would  probably  be  sent  out  at 
a  low  cost  in  Government  transports,  and  they  would 
also  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Colonial  agent.  It 
is  we  believe,  intended  to  provide  means  of  living  for 
t  welve  months,  subject  to  a  repayment  by  instalments  ofthe 
whole  cost  of  transplanting  them.  The  guarantee  of  the 
Colonial  Government  would,  therefore,  be  merely  over 
and  above  the  engagement  entered  into  by  the  emigrant. 
So  long  as  he  held  his  allotment  there  would  be  security 
for  his  repayments ;  but  should  he  leave  it,  the  enhanced 
value  it  would  have  acquired  would  probably  be  ample 
compensation  to  the  Government  for  any  outlay  it  might 
have  incurred.  The  scheme,  therefore,  would  simply 
amount  to  this — instead  of  the  colony  asking  the  Home 
Government  to  guarantee  a  loan  for  immigration,  the 
Imperial  Government  would  ask  the  colony  for  its 
guarantee  against  possible  eventual  loss ;  and  instead  of 
our  doing  the  work  it  would  be  done  for  us.  It  must 
be  understood  that  the  system  is  based  entirely  upon  the 
principle  of  agricultural  settlement,  but  we  have  no 
doubt  that  it  might  bo  extended  to  public  works  and 
factories.” 

New  Zealand’s  Pbooress. — The  quarterly  return  of 
revenue  to  31st  March  last  showed  that  the  total  imports 
amounted  to  1,378,127Z.,  and  the  exports  to  1,989,2191. 
The  gold  exported  was  valued  at  016,6081. ;  the  wool  to 
1,134,8241.  The  grain  shipped  to  other  colonies  was 
valued  at  20,3811.  The  flax,  39,1341.  The  ships  entered 
inwards  were  201 ;  outward,  199.  The  population  of  white 
faces  or  “  pakehas  ”  amounted  to  237,249,  far  outweighing 
by  about  4  to  1  the  natives,  so  that  war  may  be  said  to  die 
out  by  effluxion  of  time.  The  wonderful  progress  of  the 
"Britain  of  the  South  ”  has  been  such  as  to  ensure  a  good 
and  cheering  future  for  capital  and  labour ;  and  the  detailed 
statements  from  which  this  summary  is  gleaned  afford  still 
further  evidence  of  the  vitality  of  the  Britisher,  especially 
in  matters  of  peace  and  prosperity.  Whether  battling  with 
the  forest,  the  jungle,  or  with  England’s  enemies,  her  chil¬ 
dren  exhibit  an  energy  which  only  those  that  spring  from 
Northern  blood  appear  to  possess. — New  Zealand  Examiner. 

THE  BELGIAN  NEUTRALITY  TREATY. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  new  treaty  between 
England,  France,  and  Prussia,  to  ensure  the  neutrality 
and  independence  of  Belgium  ; 

DBAFT  OP  TREATY  BETWEEN  ENGLAND  AND  PRUSSIA

And  value  as  if  textual ly  inserted  in  the  said  Quintuple 
l^ty,  their  said  Majesties  have  determined  to  conclude 
betwwn  themselves  a  separate  Treaty,  which,  without 
impairing  or  invalidating  the  conditions  of  the  said  Quin- 
Treaty,  shall  be  subsidiary  and  accesso^  to  it ;  and 
*h<^y  have  accordingly  named  as  their  plenipotentiaries 
for  that  purpose,  that  is  to  say —

It  is  clearly  understood  that  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  does 
not  engage  herself  by  this  Treaty  to  take  part  in  the 
general  operations  of  the  war  now  carried  on  between 
the  North  German  Confederation  and  France,  beyond 
the  limits  of  Belgium,  as  defiued  in  the  Treaty  between 
Belgium  and  toe  Netherlands  of  April  10,  1839. 

Art.  II.  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Ihrussia  i^rees  on  his 
part,  in  the  event  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  Article, 
to  co-operate  with  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  employing  his 
naval  and  military  forces  for  the  purpose  aforesaid ;  and, 
the  case  arising,  to  concert  with  her  Majesty  the  measures 
which  shall  be  taken,  separately  or  in  common,  to  secure 
the  neutrality  and  independence  of  Belgium. 

Art.  III.  This  Treaty  shall  be  binding  on  toe  high  con- 
tracting  parties  during  the  continuance  of  the  present 
war  between  the  North  GermanConfederation  and  J’rance, 
and  for  twelve  months  after  the  ratification  of  any  treaty 
of  peace  concluded  between  those  parties ;  and  on  the 
expiration  of  that  time  the  independence  and  neutrality 
of  Belgium  will,  so  far  as  the  high  contracting  parties 
are  respectively  concerned,  continue  to  rest  as  heretofore 
on  the  first  Article  of  the  Quintuple  Treaty  of  the  19to 
April,  18.39. 

Art.  IV.  The  present  treaty  shall  be  ratified,  Ac.”

WAR  INTELLIGENCE. 

News  confirmatory  of  the  success  of  the  Crown  Prince 
at  Weissenburg,  last  week,  has  been  received  from  day-to- 
day,  which  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  French,  numeri¬ 
cally  weak  on  their  extreme  right,  were  surprised  by  a  vastly 
superior  force  of  the  enemy  ;  and,  though  they  fought 
desperately,  were  unable  to  make  a  stand  against  superior 
numbers.  A  correspondent  of  the  Daily  News  in  the 
French  camp  writes :  “  As  the  patrols,  which  had  been 
posted  all  along  the  line  of  the  frontier,  had  not  signalled 
the  presence  of  any  Prussian  troops,  the  men  believed  for  a 
moment  that  they  were  surrounded  by  the  enemy.  This 
was  not  the  case ;  but  the  Prussians,  in  great  force  and 
well  supplied  with  artillery,  appeared  on  the  heights, 
occupjdng  the  whole  of  the  country  near  the  small  Bavarian 
village.  The  Prussian  guns  were  firing  at  a  tremendous 
rate,  and  three  rounds  fell  partly  in  the  town  and  partly 
among  the  troops.  Several  of  the  houses  were  set  on  fire,  and 
a  good  number  of  soldiers  lay  dead  or  wounded.  At  about 
eleven  o’clock  General  Voscan’s  division  began  to  retire. 
However,  a  new  attack  was  ordered.  The  Turcos  led  the 
way,  and,  bayonet  in  hand,  threw  themselves  on  one  of  the 
Prussian  batteries  of  artillery.  All  proved  useless.  Had 
theFrench  insisted  on  attacking  the  enemy  any  longer,  there 
would  not  have  been  one  of  them  left  alive  on  the  ground. 
As  soon  as  what  was  left  of  (jheneral  Douay’s  forces  began 
retiring,  the  Prussian  artillery  was  after  them.  About 
twelve  o’clock  General  Douay  himself  fell  a  victim  to  the 
Prussian  artillery.  The  troops  commenced  running  with¬ 
out  order,  crossing  roads  and  vineyards  until  they  reached 
the  farthest  part  of  Weissenburg.*’  This  took  place  on  the 
4th  inst.,  and  General  MacMahon  had  hardly  rallied  the 
disorganised  troops  retreating  from  Weissenburg,  and  was 
bringing  up  supports  when,  on  Saturday,  the  Crown  Prince 
fell  upon  the  French  forces  at  Woerthe,  a  few  miles  further 
within  the  French  frontier,  completely  routing  and  driving 
them  back  in  the  direction  of  Bitsch. 

A  telegram  from  Count  Bismark  to  Count  Bomstoff,  the 
North  German  Ambassador  here,  says:  ”On  the  6th, 
glorious  victory  of  the  Third  German  Army,  under  the 
command  of  the  Crown  Prince,  at  Haguenau,  over  the 
united  corps  d'armSo  of  Generals  MacMahon,  Failly,  and 
Canrobert.  Until  now  4,000  prisoners  brought  in,  more 
than  100  officers,  over  thirty  pieces  of  artillery,  six 
mitrmlleuses,  and  two  eagles.” 

The  French  accounts,  though  meagre  and  reticent,  pretty 
well  agree  with  this.  Subsequent  despatches  from  Metz 
state  that  140,000  Prussians  attacked  MacMahon’s  corps, 
numbering  only  33,000  men.  The  chief  of  Marshal 
MacMahon’s  staff.  General  Colson,  was  killed  at  the 
Marshal’s  side.  General  Raoult  is  missing.  Our  artillery 
suffered  greatly.  Marshal  MacMahon  is  in  communication 
with  General  de  Failly.  All  pursuit  has  ceased.  MacMahon 
is  concentrating  his  troops  for  the  defence  of  the  Vosges 
passes.  A  telegram,  dated  Metz,  Sunday,  states :  "  The 
Prussians  are  reported  to  be  at  St  Avoid,  twenty-eight 
kilometres  from  Metz.  Metz  is  calm,  and  ready  for 
defence.  There  b  some  question  of  transferring  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  army  of  the  Rhine  to  Chfflons.  The  corps 
of  Marshal  Bazaine  and  General  Ladmirault  are  intact.  A 
great  battle  b  expected  not  far  from  Metz. 

Simultaneously  with  the  advance  of  their  left  at  Hage- 
nan  and  Worth,  the  Prussian  centre  made  an  attack  in 
force  on  Saarbuck.  The  French,  it  will  be  remembered, 
had  not  occupied  the  village  after  driving  out  the  Prussian 
detachment  in  the  early  part  of  the  week,  and  later  they 
withdrew  their  troops  to  the  opposite  heights  of  Forbach, 
within  their  own  frontier.  About  mid-day  on  Saturday 
the  Prussians  opened  a  cannonade  on  the  French  outposts, 
gradually  advancing  across  the  intervening  plateau.  The 
French  artillery  was  in  strong  force  on  the  adjoining  hills, 
but  the  Prussians  were  equMly  well  provided  in  thb  arm, 
and  their  infantry  under  cover  of  a  wood,  from  which  they 
made  terrible  havoc  on  the  French  battalions,  kept  up  a 
steady  advance.  Later  in  the  day  they  were  strongly  re¬ 
inforced  on  both  wings,  and  carried  the  French  position  of 
Forbach  by  storm.  The  engagement  did  not  terminate 


till  dark,  the  French  covering  their  retreat  by  a  heavy 
artillery  fire  from  Speicheren.  The  loss  on  both  sides 
appears  to  have  been  great,  especially  in  officers.  Several 
hundred  prisoners  are  said  to  have  been  taken  by  the 
Prusrians,  the  baggage  and  encampment  of  two  French 
divisions  fell  ^  into  their  hands,  and  Forbach,  the  most 
advanced  position  of  the  French  centre,  was  occupied  by 
them.  The  Prussian  account  says  ;  “  Early  on  the  morn- 
ing  of  the  6th  General  Von  Kamors  attacked  the  enemy 
west  of  Saarbruck  in  a  strong  position  on  the  hills  near 
Speicheren.  At  the  sound  of  cannon  detachments  of  the 
Bamekow  and  Stulpnagel  divisions  advanced  in  support. 
General  Von  Ooben  undertook  the  command,  and  after  a 
fiercely  contwted  battle  the  enemy  were  driven  to  fiight 
after  the  position  occupied  by  the  French  Oorps  Frossard 
had  been  carried  by  storm.  General  Von  Traunwitz  and 
Colonel  Reuter  were  wounded. 

A  despatch  from  the  Emperor  at  Metz  on  Sunday,  says : 
”  In  yesterday’s  engagement  at  Forbach  only  theThird  army 
corps  was  engaged,  supported  by  two  divisions  of  other 
corps.  The  oorps  of  General  Ladmirault,  that  of  General 
FaUly,  and  the  Imperial  Guard  did  not  take  part  in  the 
fight.  The  engagement  commenced  at  one  o'clock,  and 
appeared  unimportant,  but  soon  numerous  troops  concealed 
in  the  woods  endeavoured  to  turn  the  position.  At  five 
o’clock  the  Prussians  appeared  to  be  repulsed,  and  to  have 
abandoned  the  attack,  but  a  fresh  corps  arriving  from 
Werden  on  the  Saar  obliged  General  Frossard  to  retreat. 
To-day  the  troops,  which  had  found  themselves  divided, 
are  concentrated  on  Metz.  In  the  battle  which  took  plaoe 
near  Friesdwiller,  Marshal  MacMahon  hod  five  divisions. 
The  Corps  of  General  Failly  was  unable  to  join  him.  Only 
very  vague  details  have  been  received.  It  is  said  that  there 
werere  several  charges  of  cavalry,  but  the  Prussians  had 
mitrailleuses,  which  caused  us  much  harm.” 

A  later  German  account,  on  the  9th  inst.  says:  ”The  fight 
at  Specheren,  near  Saarbrucken,  on  the  6th,  attained  con¬ 
siderably  larger  dimensions  and  greater  results  than  were 
known  previously.  A  great  many  prisoners  were  taken,  the 
number  of  whom  is  increasing  hourly,  and  amounts  already 
to  2,000 ;  but  the  losses  of  the  Germans  were  also  consider- 
able.  The  5th  Division  alone  lost  1,800  men.  The  French 
army  is  retiring  on  all  points.  St  Avoid  is  oooupiod  by 
German  troops,  and  the  patrols  extend  to  within  two  Ger¬ 
man  miles  of  Metz.  There  is  nothing  else  to  report  up  to 
to-day.”  Further  despatches  received  in  Paris  from  Metz 
reassure  the  public  mind  by  the  announcement  that  “  The 
corps  of  Bazaine,  Ladmirault,  Canrobert,  Douay,  with 
Bourbaki  and  the  Imperial  Guard,  have  not  yet  been 
injured  by  the  enemy,  and  that  De  Failly ’s  corps  has  only 
suffered  slightly.  These  embrace  twenty-one  divisions  of 
infantry  and  eight  of  cavalry,  or.  189,000  foot  soldiers  and 
24,000  horsemen,  prepared  to  meet  the  enemy,  and  ready 
to  be  backed  up  by  220,000  men  of  the  reserve  and  Gar^ 
Mobile.” 

A  French  official  despatch  dated  Metz,  August  9,  says  : 

A  squadron  of  French  Hussars  to-day  drove  Wk  a  recon¬ 
noitring  force' of  Prussian  Lancers.  The  proprietors  of  the  land 
comprised  in  the  first  and  second  zones  of  the  fortifications 
have  received  notice  to  demolish  all  buildings  and  cut  down 
all  trees,  hedges,  and  other  obstructions  within  three  days.” 
The  Prince  Imperial  is  still  reported  at  Metz.  The  Emperor 
is  about  to  visit  the  cantonments  of  the  Army  on  Wednes¬ 
day.  During  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  the  Commissariat 
stores  were  increased,  and  the  soldiers  were  resting  in 
expectation  of  the  signal  for  action,  which  it  was  believed 
was  imminent.  General  Changarnier,  it  is  said,  will  remain 
attached  to  the  staff  at  head -quarters.  Later  telegrams 
inform  us  that  Marshal  Bazaine  has  assumed  the  command- 
in-chief  of  the  troops  which  are  concentrated  on  Metz,  that 
General  Decamp  is  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  3rd 
Army  Corps,  and  that  the  greater  part  of  the  army  corps 
of  Marshal  MacMahon  has  rallied,  and  has  fallen  bock 
upon  Nancy. 

Rumoured  Investment  or  STRASRURa.— -According  to 
official  intelligence  received  at  Carlshrue,  Strasburg  has 
been  surrounded  on  all  sides,  and  the  railways  leading 
thence  to  Hagenau,  Paris,  and  Lyons  are  occupied  by  the 
German  troops.  It  is  stated  that  the  forti^  is  only 
garrisoned  by  one  regiment  of  infantry  and  the  National 
Guard,  and  that  it  is  very  scantily  provisioned.  The  com¬ 
mander  has  refused  the  summons  of  General  Beyer  to 
surrender. 

An  Englishman  shot  in  Paris  as  a  Spy. — Mr  John 
Elliott,  of  the  firm  of  Somerton  and  Elliott,  who  had 
proceeded  to  Paris  on  a  visit  to  his  brother,  was  shot  by 
the  authorities  on  Tuesday,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  a 
German  spy.  Authentic  letters  have  been  received  at 
Brackley,  from  Mr  Elliott’s  brother,  detailing  the  circum¬

Belgium. 

The  Belgian  Chambers  were  opened  at  one  o’clock  on 
Monday  by  the  King  in  person,  who  delivered  the  foUowing 
Speech : 

Gentlemen, — At  the  moment  when  events  abroad  exalt  in 
our  hearts  the  feelings  for  our  common  country  I  longed  to 
see  the  natioual  representatives  assembled  around  me.  I 
have  the  hope  that  the  tide  of  war  will  not  ensanguine  onr 
soil,  tliat  Belgium,  inoffensive,  and  a  well-wisher  of  all,  will 
not  see  violate  the  neutrality  which  is  imposed  upon  her 
and  guaranteed  by  each  of  the  five  great  Powers  ot  Europe. 
The  Emperor  of  the  French  has  written  to  me  that  it  is  his 
formal  intention  to  conform  to  his  international  duties,  and 
respect  the  neutrality  of  Belgium.  At  the  same  time  His 
Imperial  Majesty  expressed  to  me  his  desire  to  be  confirmed 
in  the  opinion  that  Belgium  would  herself  make  her  neutrality 
respected  by  all  the  means  in  her  power.  In  my  reply  I  wu 
happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Emperor  had  not  Wn  mit- 
intormed  as  to  our  intentions.  The  Government  of  his  Majesty 
the  King  of  Prussia  was  equally  eager  to  assure  me  in  writii^ 
that  the  neutrality  of  Belgium  will  be  respected  by  him  n 
long  as  it  should  not  be  violateil  by  the  other  belligerent 
Power.  Among  the  friendly  evidences  which  I  liave  received 
from  foreign  Powers  I  am  pleased  to  mention  with  a  gratitnde 
which  all  the  country  will  share  with  me,  the  solicitude  of  the 
Government  of  her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  for  the 
interests  of  the  Belgian  neutrality,  and  the  generoiu  support 
with  which  those  sentiments  were  received  in  the  Parli^ent 
and  also  by  public  opinion  in  England.  On  her  side,  in  the 
position  in  which  she  has  been  placed  by  international  law, 
Belgium  does  not  misunderstand  either  what  is  due  from  h« 
to  other  States  or  to  hei’self.  During  the  war  she  will  know 
how  to  preserve  to  her  conscientious  neutrality  the  loyal 
and  sincere  character  which  she  is  always  obligra  to  give  to 
her  relations  during  peace.

of  the  meeting  veryproperly  remarked 
absolute  necessity  of  having  a  reserve  fund  amply  suffi¬ 
cient,  as  far  as  human  foresight  goes,  for  all  contingencies, 
giving  everybody  assurance  that  all  the  claims  will  be  met 
as  originally  intended.  It  should  be  stated,  further, 
that  this  reserve  fund  is  entirely  exclusive  and  indepen¬ 
dent  of  the  groat  life  accumulations,  amounting  to 
1,173,4011. ;  and  is,  in  effect,  a  supplement  and  addition 
to  the  paid-up  capitol  of  289, 093^  Tho  total  funds  in 
hand  of  this  powerftd  company  amount,  therefore,  to 
about  one  million  and  three-quarters  sterling.  We  are 
glad  to  notice  that  tho  cautious  advice  of  the  manager, 
to  let  the  profits  arising  from  ”  Children’s  Endowments  ” 
and  “  Annuities  ”  accumulate  during  the  ensuing  five 
years,  was  also  adopted;  as,  whilst  tho  amount — some 
16,0001. — was  not  in  itself  very  important,  we  yet  think 
this  abstention  an  indication  of  w’isdom  on  the  part  of 
the  directors.
